FINDING SUPPORT 


Avchesiadteal Discoveries Up- 
hold the Scriptures 


Fresh testimony continues to 
come out of the earth in support 
of the Scriptural narrative. The 
discoveries in the Sinaitic Penin- 
sula are of particular interest in 
throwing light upon certain pas- 
sages relating to the Israelitish 
sojourn in Egypt and the wander- 
ing in the wilderness. Moses’ re- 
quest of Pharaoh to permit his 
people to go a “three days’ jour- 
ney” into the desert to sacrifice is 
now explained by the discovery of 
a place of worship there. 

It is an even more stirring bit 
of archaeological evidence that has 
found the beginnings of our alpha- 
bet in that same Sinaitic region to 
which we trace the Command- 
ments. The first crude symbols 
were devised by a mine foreman 
(Sahmilat) in order to keep his ac- 
counts—perhaps in the turquoise 
mines described by Sir Flinders 
Petrie. We are thus in ever great- 
er debt than we have assumed to 
that “peninsula” which lies be- 
tween the Red Sea and the Gulf of 
Akaba. There is now clear indica- 
tion that the Israelites could write 
at that period, which has been defi- 
nitely fixed, and the theory is sup- 
ported that “the earlier books of 
the Bible were written by contem- 
porary authors.” 

The archaeologist has accounted 
for the falling of the walls of 
Jericho just at the time of the ar- 
rival of the nomad hosts after 
their forty years of wandering. 
And according to the latest reports 
some of the subsequent incidents 
in the occupation of the Promised 
Land have had scientific confirma- 
tion. Particularly those have been 
recalled which are gathered about 
Mispah, the site of which has been

| ARDINAL NEWMAN needs no 
| introduction even to a non- 
‘Catholic audience. As a Protestant 
‘clergyman and professor at Ox- 
‘ford, as a writer of pure English, 
-he was known to everybody in his 
inative land. But by his conversion 
to the Catholi¢ Church England was 
stirred as never before. A real 
'movement towards conversions be- 
‘gan. The hymn “Lead Kindly 
Light,” so dear to many Protest- 
‘ants and sung quite generally in 
‘Protestant churches, was written 
iby him. It was written at a time 
when his mind was engulfed “in. the 
encircling gloom,” when he was 
wavering in the Anglican faith, 
when he was praying hard to be 
guided towards certainty and truth 
by the “kindly light”. 

Rummaging through old papers, 
we found an address delivered by 
the Cardinal shortly after his con- 
version, and we are sure that the 
reader will be delighted to have us 
reproduce it. 


WHY CARDINAL NEWMAN 
BECAME A CATHOLIC, 


(By the Cardinal Himself.) 

If I am to say something not 
directly in answer to the particular 
objections brought from antiquity 
against the doctrine and discipline 
of the present Catholic Church, but 
by way of appeasing and allaying 
that general misgiving and per- 
plexity which those objections ex- 
cite, what can I do better than ap- 
peal to a fact—though I cannot do 
so without some indulgence on the 
part of my hearers—a fact con- 
nected with myself? And it is the 
less unfair to do so, because, as re- 
gards the history of the early 
church and the writings of the 
fathers, so many must go by the 
testimony of others, and so few 
have an opportunity to use their 
own experience. I say then, that the 
writings of the fathers, so far from 
prejudicing at least one man 
against the modern church, have 
been simply and solely the one in- 
tellectual cause of his having re- 
nounced the religion in which he 
was born and submitted himself to 
her. What other cause there may 
be, not intellectual, unknown, un- 
suspected by himself, though freely 
imputed on mere conjecture, by 
those who would invalidate his tes- 
timony, it would be unbecoming and 
impertinent to discuss: for himself, 
if he is asked why he became a 
Catholic, he can only give that ans- 
wer which experience and con 
sciousness bring home to him as the 
true one, viz., that he joined the 
Catholic Church simply because he 
believed it, and it only, to be the 
church of the fathers; because he 
believed that there was a church 
upon earth till the end of time, and 
one only; and because, unless it was 
the communion of Rome, and it only 
there was none; because, to use 
language purposely guarded, be- 
eause it was the language of con- 
troversy, “all parties will agree 
that of all existing systems, the 
present communion of Rome is the 
nearest aproximation in fact to the 
church of the fathers; possible 
though some may think it, to be 
still nearer to it on paper!” because, 
“did St. Athansius and St. Ambrose 
come suddenly to life, it cannot be

Father Duffy, Noted 
Army Chaplain, Dies

New York.——-The Rev. Francis F. 


Duffy, celebrated chaplain of the / 


“Fighting Sixty-ninth,” died early 
Sunday of an intestinal ailment 
which was a consequence of the 
hardships he endured in his cam- 
paigning during the World War. 
He was sixty-one years old. | 

Father Duffy, who was pastor of 
Holy Cross church, succumbed to 
the effects of colitis and an acute 
infection of the liver. 

Once deseribed by Cardinal 
Hayes as “the ideal army chaplain 
and the ideal parish priest,” Father 
Duffy won fame and decorations 
from the United States and France 
for his devotion to his men under 


He was cited officially for hero- 
ism when his regiment, the 165th 
Infantry of the Forty-second (the 
Rainbow) division, crossed the 
Durck under heavy fire in a battle 
that lasted from July 28 te July $1. 
The regiment originally was known 
as the sixty-ninth of the New York 
National Guard. 

For this display of bravery alone 
he was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Cross and the Croix de 
Guerre. 


“Despite constant and severe 
bombardment,” said his citation, 
“with shells and aerial bombs, he 
continued toe circulate in and about 
two aid stations and hospitals, 
creating an atmosphere of cheer- 
fulness and confidence by his cour- 
ageous and inspiring example.”

_ Leo X> was born in Florence, 
Italy, 1475. His family name was 
| Giovanint de Médici: He was invest- 
fed with the Carditial robes in 1492 
and became Pope im 1513 at the age

Bull June 15, 1520. 

Leo X died in Rome, December 
1, 1521. His tomb is in the Domini- 
‘ean Chureh of Santa Maria Sopra 
Mimerva in Rome. This church is 
the headquarters of the Holy Name 
Society throughout the world.

Abbey, True to the Rule 
ef St. Benedict, Feeds 
600 Needy Every Week 


Latrobe, Pa. — A _ Benedictine 
community, here, true to the spirit 
and rule of its illustrious saint- 
founder, dispenses charity to an 
average of 600 needy every week 
in the form of meals and old cloth- 
ing. 

No one seeking bread and some- 
thing to drink is turned away from 
the doors of St. Vincent’s Arch- 
abbey, and although the depres- 
sion has trebled and quadrupled the 
numbers of those calling at the 
monastery asking for mere susten- 
ance, the monks without stint an- 
swer the appeals of the unfortu- 
nate and dispense food and drink 
to as many as seek their help. No 
questions are asked and the needy 
are fed, put up over night and sent 
away in the morning refreshed in 
body and soul. 

In addition to the jobless and 
destitute who apply for their aid 
at the monastery, the monks dis- 
pense food to the members of St. 
Vincent’s parish and families in 
the vicinity who have been forced 
into straightened circumstances by 
the depression. 

While a considerable part of the 
food at St. Vincent’s is drawn from 
the monastery’s farm itself, many 
staple commodities, such as sugar, 
tea, coffee, condiments must be 
purchased. But the spirit of St. 
Benedict holds sway and no one 
who ever asked at the archabbey 
gates is ever turned away empty.

ULM.—A new. procedure for 
hardening the ground beneath old 
edifices has been successfully ap- 
plied to the Ulm Cathedral, which 
boasts of the highest church tower 
in the world. nstruction of the 
Cathedral was started in 1377, cen- 
turies before concrete and cement 
were known.

By what right can the Bis- 
hop suspend the law of Ab- 
stinence in his diocese? 


The law of Abstinence, as 
every Catholic knows, is a 
purely ecclesiastical one which 
the Church has imposed upon 
her people as an outward man- 
festation of penance. In it- 
self it binds under pain of 
mortal sin. Should circum- 
stances be such as to render 
the observance of such a law 
extraordinarily difficult the 
Church has the power to ex- 
empt and often actually does 
exempt the faithful from its 
observance. Recently, the Bis- 
hops of the United States re- 
ceived faculties from the 
Highest Authority in the 
Church to free their subjects 
from this law on any of the 
greater legal holidays for a 
period of five years. 


Does the Catholic Church 
ever tolerate sterilization of 
the feeble-minded? 

The Catholic Church is op- 
posed to the general steriliza- 
tion of the feeble-minded, 
while she tolerates it in excep- 
tional cases if the general 
health of the individual ster- 
ized will be benefited or so- 
ciety protected thereby. The 
Church sees no reason in ster- 
ilizing those who are already 
isolated. . 


The attitude of the Catholic 
Church is based on the sane 
philosophy that the removal 
of a vital organ or unneces- 
sary mutilation is an offense 
against nature. If such mea- 
sures are taken at a State in- 
stitution merely for the inflic- 


tion of a punishment they are 
not justified. 


The State has no right. to 
take the life of an innocent 
person; by the same dictate 
of logic she has no right to 
mutilate him. But if such 
measures are necessary to 
protect the rights of others 
they become justifiable under 
certain conditions. 


Can you give me some in- 
formation about the drive 
which is being made in New 
York City against obscene 
literature ? 


A determined effort has 
been made for the suppression 
of obscene magazines and pa- 
pers. At a general meeting of 
clergymen and laymen of all 
creeds, a committee was form- 
ed, numbering about one hun- 
dred members, under the title 
of “Citizens’ Civic Decency 
Committee.” This committee 
is endeavoring to keep from 
the newsstands, and out of the 
reach of both children and 
adults, a number of obscene 
magazines and papers which 
have established a very large 
circulation in recent months.

Rev. F. Siedenburg 
Named Executive 
Dean of Detroit U. 


Chicago—The Rev. Frederic Sie- 
denburg, S. J., senior dean at Loy- 
ola University, has been appointed 
executive dean of the University 


C. H. Cloud, S. J., Provincial of the 
Chicago Province of the Jesuit Or- 
der. Father Siedenburg will as- 
sume his new duties on Septem- 
ber 1. : 

~ Father Siedenburg has been. at 
Loyola for 21 years-and in the point 
of service is the. oldest Jesuit 
faculty member at the north side 
institution. He is. dean of the 
School of Social Work, regent of. 
the School of Law and Commerce, 
and director of the Summer School. 
A native of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
Father Siedenburg studied at Xav- 
ier University, that city, and en- 
tered the Jesuit order in 1893. Upon 
his return from two years of post 
graduate studies in Europe at the 
Universities of Innsburck and Vi- 
enna, he joined the Loyola Uni- 
versity faculty. 

In 1914 he organized the Loyola 
University School of Sociology, 
now known as the School of Social 
Work. It was the first professional 
school for the training of social 
workers under Catholic auspices in 
the United States. He also estab- 
lished the Downtown College of 
Arts and Sciences. In 1921 he re- 
organized the School of Law and 
in 1926 established the School of 
Commerce. 

Father Siedenburg was for many 
years treasurer of the Chicago of- 
fice of the Social Action Depart- 
ment, National Catholic Welfare 
Conference and for eight years 
was on the executive board of the 
National Conference of Social 
Work. At the present time he is 
president of the Illinois State Con- 
ference of Social Welfare and is 
chairman of the Chicago Chapter 
of the American Association of 
Schools of Professional Social 
Work. He is also a member of 
the state board..of public welfare 
and until recently was vice-presi- 
dent of the Chicago Public Library. 
In 1918, Father Siedenburg 
founded the Illinois Catholic His- 
torical Society of which he is still 
president. He is also a director of 
the Illincis State Historical Society 
and a life member of the Chicago 
Historical Society.

BEWARE OF SUBSTITUTES 


Advertisers of wares that have 
attained a certain prominence in 
the market and which have enjoyed 
the patronage of a wide clientelle 
usually warn their patrons against 
the use of substitutes, even though 
these appear under the label and 
trademark of the original and gen-. 
uine article. One is tempted to 
apply the psychology of the mer- 
chant mart to the item of educa- 
tion and schooling. Here, too, 
there are many substitutes sold the 
public under gnise of the genuine 
thing. Thinking persons will look 
for very definite marks whereby 
they may determine real education 
and culture. 

Since the beginning of the eigh- 
teenth century an incessant and 
practically open war has been wit- 
nessed against “thrones and al- 
tars.” Thrones have tottered and 
fallen in rapid succession. Appar- 
ently already one phase of a per- 
nicious program has been reached. 
Almost too recent to be classified 
as history are the various press 
comments announcing the passing 
of “another” government which 
had been built around the throne 
of some monarch. Imbued by the 
blessed dream of the bliss: of 
democracy, suffering mortals had 
hoped that in new forms of gov- 
ernment—of—for—by—the people, 
they might find surcease from 
misery, oppression, tyranny, once 
supposedly the necessary exponents 
of monarchical forms of rulership. 
Today, there seems to be the dawn 
of another knowledge, namely, that 
added ignorance will never result 
m any intellectual factor; neither 
is any power to which ignorance 
might be raised by any form of 
multiplication ever equal to an in- 
telligent product. 

In the spirit of Washington we 
hold that any form of. government 
may become abusive, should it 
arrogate rights which are contrary 
to the laws of reason, of nature, of 
God. Possibly one is not permitted 
any longer to suggest that term 
“God” or anything akin to the 
same. Many of the apostles of 
modern thought severely criticize 
reference to a Supreme Being in 
connection with the sundry. preb- 
lems of life.

Family’s Patriarch 


Swatow, China—In a Matykn 
mission field of South Chine Ss 
group of 50 fervent Christians who 
owe their Faith to the patriarch of 
the family, Ah Youn, now a great 
grandfather, 

Sixty years ago, when Ah Youn 
was a lad of 10, a Christian couple 
and their children had come to live 
in the same house with his own 
pagan family. Ah Youn liked the 
sound of the Christian prayers, and 
learned to chant them himself. He 
had an excellent memory and, with 
the Christians’ encouragement, 
memorized the four books of the 
Chinese catechism used in the mis- 
sion in such wise that he was able 
to recite them without making a 
single mistake. His parents took 
little heed of all this, thinking it 
just as well to allow the child to 
learn the characters in the cate- 
chism and Christian prayerbooks, 
since it afforded him a certain 
amount of freeschcoling. 

When Ah Youn was 13, he de- 
cided that he wanted to be baptized 
a Christian. This was another 
story altogether, and, when the boy 
told his parents of his desire, the 
only answer he received was a blow 
over the head and the promise of 
a good hiding if they ever again 
caught him on his knees with the

Persecution Followed 

There followed a year of severe 
persecution, but Ah Youn did not 
for a moment abandon his desire 
of Baptism.

Clarke eame to Chicago last 
April with plans for an organiza- 
tion which would quickly total 
2,000,000 members and be strong 
enough to force Congress to fix 
prices of farm products at war- 
time levels. Despite warnings of 


the Chicago Better Business Bu- 
reau, based on Clarke’s previous 
operations, Esskaye meetings soon 
began to attract hundreds. Clarke 
outlined an organization that was 
allegedly to incorporate all the 
good and none of the bad features 
of the Klan, and after it had re- 
stored prosperity it was to make 
the country “church conscious.” 

Small success attended efforts to 
sell $100-founders’ memberships 
and recently telephone service was 
cut off from the elaborate offices, 
while companies furnishing equip- 
ment began to press for payments. 

The first open break came when 
the treasurer of the organization, 
who formerly was office manager 
for a national fraternal society, 
resigned. The executive committee 
then became alarmed and lost faith 
in the Clarke plan, deciding to sup- 
port a plan worked out by Francis 
J. Clair, New York. Esskaye was 
officially disbanded and it is re- 
ported that plans for a Clair Eco- 
nomic League now are being con- 
sidered.
